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THE PALACE OF APRIES (MEMPHIS II) 


CHAPTER I 
THE PALACE OF MESIPHS, 


1. Apri the close of the excavations at Qurogh 
‘oae camp was moved to Memphis to contiaue the 
work of the previous season, recorded in MowpkirZ. 
‘Mr Walnverght left Qurueh’thece weeks before me, 
Jn order to stuly at the Cairo museum, and to begin 
the arrangements at Memphis. went down on 
10 February, and Mee Mackay foowod twelve days 
later after packing. {left un 21 Apel and. Me. 
Wainveright soon afte, Me. Mackay staying oo til 
rear the idle of May’ 

"The greater part of ove wock was spent wpa the 
lange mound at the north end of Memphis, which 
we found tobe the site of the royal palace of Apries 
‘The general appearance of it i# x long ridge about 
two hundred fect wide, and four hundred feet from 
the north end up to some immense walled enclosures 
fof brick at the south end. The view of the wht, 
{orm the east, isin FLX, and the pls of the palace 
in PI, The plan was entirely measured by taping, 
from sightod line Lat out along the wall ext of the 
new broadway, with diagonal ties acrom the great 
court to fix the squarenens of the whole. Plumb-ines 
‘Were constantly used for sighting and measuring 
‘The elearance was over two acres of grotrd, to 8 
depth often or Aiton fet in most pact, the langest 
clearance made this year in any site. Last seas T 
‘had seen that there were walls remlnig on the top. 
(of the mound, and therefore we ranked a row of 
workmen along eich side of the ridge, and began 
steadily clearing iveands until they me i the mide. 

1 The walle are all of Black mol brick, with 
‘stone linings aruund the lower part of the ally tome 
‘oors tothe halls and stone dorvays and staleways 
‘The walls are from 10 to 23 fect in thickness, gener- 
ally being about 14 feet. They vary in age, some 
being patched on the top with iter brickwork, some 
‘being built up from the Boor of Apres, while many 
‘extend don far into the mound, covered with plaster, 


and evidently have serve fee previous palacen_ tt 
tray be sald thatthe level of Apres steed some 
‘ray up the adr walls with some repair and some 
new constrction adie. ‘The diventangement of 
the hiory of constroction, and of the changes of 
evel, wil need earful work in fatures but for tho 
resent we only deal withthe level of Apres. The 
History of these changes seems clear. Asa dynasty 
decayed, the rots were not kept in god oat, the 
sentra ram Toto the wall targe muses fl off 
{he tops of the wall after heavy ster, ome rt 
fallin den when a new onder of things aro, the 
dlanaged parts were taken din, the Noors were: all 
levels ap with the rubbich, the sound walls were 
Aimee an patch, new wale were but where the 
decay was beyond repair atl the whole palace wat 
tentred at a higher fevel. Thus abou seventy fet 
‘depth of artical consirtion stands betwen the 
prlitive round evel and the oor Apres. ch 
‘of the north end has boensccreively extend by 
buudig up a elllar substructure of ick shat 
domed aver, like the platforms of the forts of Na 
teats and apse; tthe rest of the site shews 
caer courts ia the lower levels 

‘The general scheme of the bing was that it 
‘ct the nombevest corer uf the great forte 
‘arp of aboot tity acres at the north ead of the 
‘ims of Mens Alon the west side ofthe camp 
trata ine of thre great enconure andthe palace 
Terres mound. “The eicovares Wo the south ae 
ruined nt but over; that next to the palace hae 
tbo ceared oat by the sbvbhin for cath, leaving 
amyeare of massive walls standing about forty fest 
igh; all the nteroe of this empty, and we cannot 
now what i contained bebre was destroyed, 
‘Fhnugh this great square there was a rouvay, 
sith wie gate on the south, and another oo the 
Tor opponte © ft This Inter is shows on the 
Pn, PL Is so site Hines acm the thick wal at 
the foot of the pte, They mark the sies of the 
ste, subsequently built up with brickwork, This 

















gateway led to another in the south face of the 
palace fom which the “old broadway” led to the 
fereat court. The view up the old broadway is 
five on FLX, and the front of the brick blocking 
fof the entrance i shewn at the bse of PL XIE 
‘After this entrance was Blocked) there was a. Tater 
entrance abowe it, of which a comer of the stone 
wall and paving still remains sec on the left of PL X, 
land on the plan the shaded corser. The whole of 
this account & written to accord with refereace to 
PLL which should be kept in view, 

In the reconstruction of Apries a new approach 
to the palace was nid ont through a mass of baling 
rather more to the eust. A gateway in the wal, 
‘seen atthe fot of PL fis exactly opposite the end 
fof the “new broadway.” Between them, isclting 
‘the palace, i for about twenty feet deep, omic 
the bottom of i fs far above the fev of the fed. 
‘Thie was doubtless crowed by a drawsbridge, Each 
sd of the fowse has been partly built up as berm, 
‘0 that the space of «33 fest wide i narrowed. to 
19 feet between these berms. The two foes of the 
berms are marked by lines on the plan: the southern 
berm does mat extend beyond the exst part uf the 
fome, the northern berm tune the whole length of 
the palace wall. 

‘4 On going up the new broadway there was a 
hall opening on the west, with a bench along the 
west and north sides By its postion thie wat 
loubites the guardroom Next beyond that was 
the kitchen, with the brick Gresplaces stil standing 
‘against the orth wall. Thea a wide dooeway, Dy 
‘opened on the right, leading W the sonestinod halle 
‘South of the doorway was a stone door, C, Fy of 
‘wich the sll and intel till remain: the nels are 
shewn at the top of PL XIII. This dooe led thro 
foe hall to another, on the south, which is the best 
reserved of the halla Tt is markod XI1L in the 
Blan, and shewn io the photograph in the upper 
part of PL XII The floor was bail sloping down 
toa drain, which had a leaden tank inthe bead of it. 
This tank was 290 x 1444 laches, and 7 to tos 
Inches deep ; it was removed to the Cairo. Museum, 
‘The covering of the drain vas partly gone, as seen 
fn the view ; 1 had it thoroughly searched a8 far as 
posible, but nothing was found. Doubtless it die 
charged into the fesse on the other side of the wall 
‘The limestone flooring consisted of deep beams 
of stone with thick slabs laid over them. The 
lining slabs are of fine vehite Mokattam limestone, 
about 8 laches thick, 34 feet igh and up to 10 feet

Jo temgtlh To the east of this are remains of another 
tall, dhe outline en the plan acrom the hal} marking

‘Along the eastern aide of the palace there must 
have been a cotrdor giving access to the group af 
‘thece halls i the middle of the east side, But 
denudation of the mound has removed that part, 
“These thee halls were all stone-paved and lined, lke 
that sbews in the photograph But nearly all the 
stone has been removed, and it is only marked by 
the white plaster from behind it which fs left on 
some parts of the walls. Two stone tanks or cite 
fre mark here fa the broadway. 

THeyond these alls the broadway has been 
‘locked ncrom. Tt seems that this Block eut off the 
svoctacoess tothe momo could stl be reached 
Wing the Great Ceart and a hall, or perhaps bye 
some passage wow desteoyed round the northeast 
oener. In the north-east halls the stone Vining was 
‘inner tthe section 1 on FL XHITA ; ne sab fel 
purty forward, and is shewn at the foot of PL XI, 
leaning wal, with the cast of the brik egurses I 
the plaster on the back of ite Hall of the stone 
‘doorway betwen these halls fs stl in place.

§5- Keturning now to the Great Court the entrance 
1 it has been pardy: cut away at the southreast 
‘The rains had settled dowa ina hollow region here, 
and so hardeved the grand that the workinen did 
‘ot distinguish the wall from the fallen bricks around, 
i AeK was uowell, and not able to visit it myrelf 
just then, the end of the wall was removed, ‘The 
court is nearly wjuare On the west it is 13839) 
finches (115 fet}, in the middle 1383, at the east

the mid of the court i stone cist sunk in 
the floor, shewa at the base of PLOXH.

E. sr4 W873. The accuracy of it is therefore a 
matter of bundeedths of an inch, The depth is 
lew regular being at NE.

‘deep, to be added to the above depths The sides 
daw together “1 to inch at the comers but as a 
‘whole they are very fat and Bnely wrouzit The 
purpose of this cht ie not known, Te was not for 
‘water as there is no hole in it, and no dean or catch 
to gather in water at the top. It isa monolith so 
that it mast have been protectol from the rain, oF 
it woul hod what fll oa (The contents up to 
the ledge do not agree with any ofthe linge standards 
fof measure used ia Egypt or other countries, ane 
Ihave the dimensions any exact telation to each other 
‘The outside is rough, anv} was not intended to be 
seen. The only purpose that I ean suggest is that 
the Uwone ia the exntre of the court was lowered 
nto it, and covered with a stone slab, so that it 
could not be rubbed of its gold fings. But it 
‘would seem strange to prefer such protection instead 
fof removing the throne to a locked chamber. 

"To the south-east of itis another monolith elt, 
cdecalie in form, This & 43°5 inches acrow inside, 
y°5 deep, au Inches thick in the sides. 

6, About the middle of the Great Court ate 
Ing the drums and capitals of limestone ealamns, 
Ineribed «each quarter Horas, wal as; sien 
bay; cbt, eb Khopesh ; Moras (on) nubti 
sua taul; Hawabea; si en Ptah” These blocks 
mainly lie fom 12 to 16 fect south of the central 
dst, Hut no pavement or bases exist to shew the 
‘origina place of the colaaas, There were certainly 
three of them, and probably many more. The 
dinmeters ate $0°7 inches urder the capital, 650 inches 
‘at 936 down, and probably 72 at the base. The 
blocks of the eapital are 32 ios high at the top of 
the palm, then one block lost, 297 high below that, 
‘and 25:9 high divided into 5 banda Probably the 
whole capital was 118 inches high, agrecing with 
the proportions of the monolith pital found in 
fone of the halls, PL X11. From a comparison of 
the dimensions with those of the standaed pales 
capitals at Ehnatys, the total height must have 
‘been abwout $20 inches, or 434 fet. 

‘To what kind of structure could these columns 
have belonged? There are but three proven, and 
thove all together near the middle, It seems difficult 
to suppose a perisyle colnanade around the sides of. 
‘the court, asin the courts of Egyptian temples or 
fa general hypostyle, ke the temples, and like the 
Persian palaces as no fragments were found except 
fn the middle of the court. To realise the situation, 
‘we must consider what the relation of the columns 
to the court must have been. Approximately the 








court is 107 Ket wide: the eolames 434 fet high, 
G fect wile at baw, and 16 feet between them if 
spaced a: in the portico of Ehnasya. Ifthe eolumns 
filled the court there would have been 4 x 43 being 
6 fect diameter, the spaces would be 16} feet E, 
to W. and 18 feet N.S. Such a space isnot at all 
limprotable, as cedar beams were used for roofing. 
IF there were only a central group of columns to 
shade the throne, two each way would not suffice, 
‘a there would be only 14 feet of oof from the 
mille, which at 43 fect high would be useless 
ans sun, wind, or ran, There might be $ > 3 
‘columns, but then the ecntre and axis would be

Ibypostyle hall of 4 x 4 columas Billig the whole 
‘of the Great Court fe the only fram that ts likely 
fora columnar structure here. 

7. Beyon the Great Court Inege stone gateway 
fed nto the hall, about 35329 fet. On each side 
of this sa aarrower hall That on the wes, marked 
* workalop.” had a bench all ound the sides, shown 
fn the right side of the photograph at the op of 
PL. XIL This bench is about $9 to 44 inches wide, 
doublons fe workmen to st on asa diwan. In the 
Imiddle area was a cough box of stone slabs, probably 
Stank for water wied in work. It was destroyed by 
stone-seckers before teing planned All about this 
room lange quantities of serap bronze were found, 
mainly many pounds of mall tips, broken off after 
Yong Bronze nails had been driven through planks. 
‘At the west edge of the area was a stall hoe inthe 
floor filo with sand, evidently a workman's hinge 
place. Init was the silver and gold fitting shewn on 
PL XIV. 

North of all the other buildings isa wide spice, 
‘with walls on three sides: the north end has been 
entirely denuded away. This open space seems tu 
be the equivalent of the wie court with a eolosnade 
found on the north of private mansions, ab at Kahun 5 
twas wel for general public reception in the shade 
‘of a portico facing the north. In the mansions this 
public use is shown by there being a long passage 
fo give direct access ftom the entrance door, without 
interfering with the rooms of the house, It was 
‘hevefore the same ax the modern Egyptian andar 
fo reception hall. The plan of the whole palace fs 
lreiy on the same Wines as the mansions of the 
XIIth dynasty—the entrance on the south, the long 
straight passage leading right through tothe madaya 
‘oa the orth, the servants quarters and kitchens to 
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the West, the great court behind them, and the best 
roms of the women's quarters oa the east. 
the manera there remain the top 
‘They were of nearly the same sie 
fa the other columias uf the Great Court, so that they 
wore wobbly all alle, They are shewn in general 
sion in PL XH, middle, and in near view ia 
1. NI; the tile of Soot colurnns is given became 
(of the breadth across the. palm tps; this fs 11044 as 
‘gala 976 laches in the Great Court, which wold 
imply a height of 49 oF 50 feet; bot the size of the 
bsci wouht tmply what they were the same size as 
the other columne The inscriptions are very care 
lewly cut, being merely scratched on one side of the 
abacus but they were briliantly painted. 

The full height of the Great Court walls must 
have been aboat 1} feet for base. 435 fet. column 
and abicws, 1} fect of beams, and foot of eaers and 
‘roof or abot 47} fet over ale The manda preten 
may. however ave bee higher, 

The souhvest comer fs not ear in its 
meaning. The three narrow passages, instead of 
chambers and the exteeme thickness of the walls (19 
tnd 23 feet), suggest that a tower stood here dominae 
ing the fowe. Such would be the mowt suitable 
position for a tower, and it key that some higher 
lookout would be provided at the palacefor. As 
the mount now stands fe ive gon view of the 
drvert valleys om both aides of the’ Nile, and high 
‘tower rising above that would be ofthe greatest value 
for oberg up and down the Nil pins wll as 
‘over the deserts 

‘The chamber marked XU, south-west of the Grest 
Court, hax most of the stone doorway stil ia place, 
shew js PL XUL 

‘9 In conuection with the general plan we must 
notice the various blocks of stonework which He

‘At the cast ead of the arth beri isthe lintel 
(IU in XU1A) or head-block of a small doorway, 
‘only 22 wide inside, lew the door thickness, leaving 
18 inches or less whea open, Tt must have beet 

seoall postern door, It hay running. round it an 
awa moulding of a beading with sloping sldes. 
In the fone opposite the new broadway lies the 
sill of small doorway (J io XUITA). Tt was an outer 
‘door much expoved to the weather. The jamb yeems 
to have been advanced over the line drawn for ty 
8 the weathering docs not reach that, The actual 
‘opening of the jambs was only a5°3 wide, so Ua it 
‘must have been eel to sidle through the doot= 
way J. The narromness of these doors opening from 
the place on to the berm stews how much was 
sacrificed for strength and defence. 

Inwhle the mouth of the new broadway isa block, 
K, ftom a gateway side. It ha a strong ater, with 
soll moulin well back from tho gateway. From, 
the lock or bolt bale t was probably the outer face. 
I is pomible that Hf, J, and K all belong to the one 
‘catrance to the broadway, K being the aide of the 
‘main gate, } the outer sill of the poster, and H 
the isper top of the posters ur side entrance. The 
breadth of the inner side of J, 20'3, might expand 
to 22 of H in the length of the gateway.

10. The brickwork ofthe palace should be noticed. 
‘The sises of Uricks were sieasured in. twenty-nine 
‘walls several measurements in each wall being taken 
fon the best defined parts. The average size ia each 
walls here quoted. The various sizes may be mostly 
‘pot in groups, with nut more variation in & group 
than might well occur in one Tot of bricks.

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CHAPTER I 
‘THE SCULPTURED PYLON. 


11, QuITE independently of the work on the 
Apries palace a discovery of a different age war 
‘mae there, in the course of beginning part of the 
clearance, "At a euch lower level, in the west cod 
(of the fowe, heaps of some dozens of Blocks of 
Timestone were found, each with one face sculpted 
‘They had evidently belonged to a large pylon, 
Intentionally taken down. It hae been about 22 feet 
‘high below ite lintel, and 7 feet wide an each side. 
‘Most of this bas been recovered, and is shewn as a 
whole in PL IX, with the separate scenes in Fis. 11 
to VIL. In these plates I have drawn every part 


which coald be completed by copying fom similar 
figures and scenes of the pylon, all such restorations 
being shewn by broken Hines} but no mete guess 
fas buen iascrtt as to the position of any part oF 
the existence of any figure. This completion of the 
features that are certain is nepal in onder Wo ace 
the atouat of uncerainy as to mising parts The 
Aeawings were all made on fullsized impressions, 
and then reduced by photolithography. Mr. Griggs 
Success fa PL IX is noteworthy. 

12. The datiog of this pylon is nat fied by any. 
imseription, and depends wholly an the styl.” The 
judgment of style needs an animate sense of the 
‘wore of each period, which can only eome from 
fieqeent drawing of absolute facsimiles No man 
Ikovwes form who has not drawn i just as no man 
knows colour who has not painted i, The drawing 
‘of some two dozen square yards of this sculpture 
hhas imprene! me with the hopeleeiness of eopying 
the fall delicacy of the oatling, and that iniatable 
‘quality i never found after the XUth dynaty. 
‘When the eopyist fs saturated with the quality of 
the carly work, all Inter atyles of the XVIIIth or 
XXVIth dynasties seem coarse and easy; and the 
XIXth oF Piolemaie work merely favites improves 
‘ment at every turn, and ean scarcely be made Wore, 

‘What the actual refinements of the work are can 
bbe seen in the photographs ven in PH. The 
{aint low relief of the Ming hea full of almost 
imperceptible surface modelling, i finer than in any 
later work: and the controlled grace and dignity of 
the proile are full of life. See alto the fine work and 
‘proportions of the hicroglyphs in figs 3,7. Note the 
Sigoroas figure of a hawk, 5, which i uf the same 
‘work, and yas found. along with the pylon scenes, 
‘though not actually joining them. ‘Then compare 
the poverty and stiffness of the hawk, 4, of the 
XXVith dynasty, ala from the palace, but of the 
work of Apries. As a question of artistic quality 
alone, this work of the pylon could not be put after 
the XIlth dymusty. We may note that in PM, 
Be. tisdeawn on PL 111, 2.0n PL V1, 3 00 PVE, 
Gen PLIV, and 709 PLUM. 

‘On comparing this with earlier work, we do. not 
sce here the euble bolness and directness of the Old 
‘Kingdom. But an exact parallel wo the very low and 
dotjatercief ie seen fn the temple seene of Armen 
‘embot J, found at Koptox Further, a parallel to the 
feature and arrangement of these ocones is found in 
the scene of Sanlickacra from Elephantine (Revi, 
XXXI, 6), though that is coun ia exceation, And 
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if we look eoselyat the profile of the ruler in these 
scenes we stall see that it & exactly that of Sen- 
‘were I-48 sblewn In his slaves, whee we remember 
That thi isa young portralt ant one are old. Ucan 
taut concise therefore that this pylon tof the early 
partofthe Nth dynasty, and probably represents the 
fnvestture cf Senasert ln the tweatlath year of the 
reign of his father Anvenenhat &

CHAPTER II 
THK SUBJECT OF THE PYLON SCENES, 


20, Pom the presence of the palanguins of the 
ten mes ox royal chien, and fom other objects, 
{els clear that these seencs ate eoonected ia some 
way with the sof festival. The mature of the feast 
we mut fest notice, in onder to see the meaning 
Of these scenes 

Th a discuson ofthis festival, thre years ago a 
Researcher in Sinai, concluded that the exremony 
‘was connected with the slaying of an old King and 
Investiture of his suceessor, which i found ia ancient 
Ethiopia and in modern Africa and Folia. Also that 
this ceremony was changed before historic times into 
the deifcation of the old king as Osiris after which 
‘he rened a already deified, while hie successor was 
at that tne appolnted and became Crown Prince. 
‘The careful study of the sed festival by Dr. A. Moret 
(Du GCarnctire religious de ta Reyantl Pharacnipue) 
‘agrees completely im its reslts with this view, 
although the ceremonial death of the king is not 
considered by him. 

"The summary of De. Moret's outline of the 
festival ia follows. The king started ceremonially 
for the festival (p. 238) He went to the special 
pavilion which was erected in the "large hall of the 
tod feat” This consted of two oF four shines 
‘alsed oo steps, in which he was seated as Osiris 
(238), Priests in divine dress put om the King the 
two crowns and tied the plants of south and north 
under his feet (241). He was then led by the priests 
sods to the eycle of temple gods (243). There the 
sods embrace him and give hin emblems af the feast 
(4a). He then returned seated on throne borae 
‘by the priestpos, a being flly a god himself. He 
went with the qucen toa feast where he ate with the 
{gods (247). Hle was then served with food, seated as 
‘Osiris (249-252). Lastly the gous dispersed to theie 
sanctuaries (253). "The king enthroned, crowned, 
embraced, deified by the gos, was then fa all the 
splendour of hie royal and divine power (253)... the 
divinity of the king acquited by the sod feast the new 
character of being solemly proclaimed in pubic 
(235) AIL of these statements accond perfectly with 














‘the Osrication of the King, and that being the 
ceremonial of bit entering on a divine life, and 
‘diving bis mere burma. 

‘The details of the chape) of Sankh-ka-ra which 
1 cleared this year at Thebes (Qurmeh, 4-6, Pls 
V-VII) also accord claely with this view. Not 
oly was the Osrite seated figure thee, but parts 
‘fF a cenotph or iitation sarcophagus, which had 
‘stood openly in the chapel. 

421. OF the acts of the crown prince we have 
such less recitdah He wore the crown, and 
anced before the old king seated as Oss as sewn 
‘0 the tablet of Dea. And on the curious coffin with 
the sed fast of Osis figured upon it (deg. Zelte 
XXXIX, tal V, VP) the prince is shen dancing oF 
running before the king of Upper Egypt hold 
‘a bird and an on, and before the king of Lower 
Egypt holding a whip and. apparently a short roll 
se stick, as ia PL V Bere. He also dances with oar 
{oa ship atthe rain of the obelisk in Helinpolla 

TE willbe seen that one of the royal fgues fn our 
scenes, Phe I-VI, (ral together in PLAX) are in 
the Osiris dress worn by the king ln his deication, 
‘Acain, none scene V, the royal figure is dancing oF 
‘running asthe erown prince dames Henee we must 
‘coche that these are figures of the crown prince; 
‘tod thatthe subject of the seenes are the ceremonies 
‘of his investiture. Agrecing with this isthe curlous 
fact that none of the A names have been carved, they 
areal blank, Now the Au name was ony taken on 
ervaation, and the prince would therefore not have 
Se nano yet atthe te of his investiture. These 
‘scence ate therefore of much interest, av they shew 
4 sercs of ceremonies of which we have no such 
consecutive ‘on this pylon. It may 
‘be that this pylon was the entrance to the quarters of 
‘the erown prince inthe palace 

32. TLITL, This seems to be the fist of the 
scenes, as the apparatus of the ceremonies is being 
‘rought oot, and there is the address of the officials 
“He in the Teader of the Fiving Aa, bis heart fs ene 
Aarged before the gods” Such an addres is given 
to the ruler on the opening of the ceremonial at 
‘Langa (Moret fig. 68). The same phrase * leader of 
living Ars” frequently oceur in the description af the 
sovereign when offering to the gods eg. Deir ef 
Bahari, Wis Xt, XVI, XIX, XXL 

‘The objects brought are the two fins, which were 
red in the acl ceremony (Mierabonelr i, XXVIW), 
Sind which continually appear a8 dnsigela of royal 
Bttribote, behind the king, as on this same plate. 
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Below are two objects tke haf of the sige fr eaven 
(Ge); these abo appear behind the king, usualy 
‘beneath the fn. It is posible tha they belong to 
some part of the miracleplay concerning the parting 
fof the heaven to receive the king. The lowest fine 
shews the an-matf priest in the leopards skin, wha 
fed part of the ceremonies; and before him tan 
bearing an object representing: human shoulders aed 
arms, covered with a cloth which hangs down over 
{the bearer. The meaning ofthis we shall notice with 
IV. In front ofthese are thes semicircles; thee 
continually occue behiad the sovereign, lke the fas 
fd hal heaven, expocally inthe dancing scency a5 
fn PL V. The source of these is shew on the mace 
head of Narsmer (Hieraboeptic i, XXVIn) where 
these semicircles touching ate on either side of the 
ceremonial dancers, and appear to represent the 
‘hangings or curtains which secs the scene ofthe 
ceremony. Av sch, they are naturally brought with 
the other apparatus of the Feast. 

25, Tefore the ruler were doubtlews two sandands 
fs in the four other scenes where this part ie 
Iecserved, One is the jackal standard of the gost 
Upraatl of the South, *the lord of Slut” as hei 
called on th coffin scenea LZ. XXXIX,V). Me was 
the “opener of the way” athe Jackal dnd the best 
paths ver the desert ravines, and opens the way to 
the wanderer, The uraei beore the jackal may’ be 
tho waysinder, ax in the myth of Alexander's 
boeing guided to the Oasis by two serpents who 
went in front of the acmy and showed the way to 
the oracle and buck agai (Arian, maa, Hh). 
‘The cul in front is an ontch Father, emblem of 
lightness or space, the slakshal which isin foot” 
invhich the king's soul was believed to ascend ita 
heaven. The whole groop is that uf the gol who 
‘was to ui the soul across the western desert to its 
heavenly home. A feature, which has noe been 30 
clearly shewn before in this standard, is the arrow 
which pieres the jacka's bee, shewing himm to be a 
go) wounded in the heel: see PL VI. ‘The other 
Standard is that of Letopois representing a pice of 
flesh, but its meaning here we cannot trac.

We have now traced these ceremonies so far as 
the defective state of this pylon allows Pomibly.

CHAPTER IV

Herodatos mer 
tions the Persians weating "sleeved breastpates wi 
inom scales like thove of Bish” (VI, 61); and rnuch 
Jater, Amumianus describes that * they had plates of 
‘om cme Btting over every limb” (XXIV, lly 10},

‘The square 
sliver fame has two horizontal bars feom the lower 
‘comers, which run back some way and then tra 
‘up into two upright bar On examination the 
hole of the silver faces were ten to be polished — 
the polish still reflecting-—except the upright bars 
which sbewed the fle marks remaining, It is evident 
‘then thatthe upright ends were let ito another body 
and hidden.

‘of the iron sales i is peobable that they were of ster, 
‘as soft iron woul be too flexible; steel was already 
wed centuries before this by. the Assyrians, sot 
may well have been common to the Persian The 
short simall seales, 18, 19, were probably for the 
smintets, where the lightness ofthe hand prevents any 
very heavy cut being given. The longer scales were 
for the exible parts, some which are wery thick being 
probably for tho shoulders and hips, where the whole 
weight of the body is behind them. The long plates 
with a mide were for the limb where wo fexare 
was required. The block of plates, shew how they 
were place together; each plate overlapped the 
previous up to the rmid-rib, which prevented any 
‘weapon frm eatching Ia below a plate. How the 
midsribs wore made is not elear; there ts no trace 
‘of any groove on the bck. The only metho that 
coms pombe is that they were stamped witha swage 
‘while Bot, being atric fom a rod abut as thick as 
the rb and about a quieter of the width of the 
present plate. Mast of the plates havea slight dome 
‘ueve i ther both ways, which mast have been given 
by the sages; this rendered them far stiller agaiast 
blows, and made the edges keep close shen the 
‘miles shifted beneath them. The lines of stitch

On the left side are 
two blacks of rach defaced description from lime 
stone calumny, which ate hewn ia PL XXV of 
Memphis J. The iveription in the middle of the 
plate is on a thick block of limestone, the top of 
Which is sloped. Perhaps it belonged to an ine 
sccibed sidewall of « sloping ascent, It was found. 
in the building of Siamen. The single column in the 
‘mide below bears the ha nasne of Aahmessi-Neit; it 
ion & granite stnoe which was in the group with the 
lintel of Amenemhat frst mamed, At the right of 
that, below, are two door-jambs from the building of 
‘Samen, recording the same person Ankh-eFen-mut 
‘who appears on the Hiatels.
